The bicentennial for the Church 
of God in Christ promises to be 
its most innovated year. Plans 
are now being considered for 
combining five (5) National 
Auxiliary Meetings into one 
major convention. A_ special 
meeting was held in Detroit by 
the Executive Officials of the 
Y.P.W.W., Sunday School, 
Music, Home & Foreign Mission, 
Evangelist Departments for the 
purpose of considering this giant 
step by the administration to 
upgrade, up-date, and over all 
improve the present convention 
program of the International 
Church. Until now, National 
Auxiliaries have each held their 
convention separately. Unless a 
person was a_ professional 
conventioner, he could only 
attend one or two of these 
auxiliary meetings a year. Next 
year it will be possible for a 
delegate to enjoy all five in one. 


The emphasis will be on training. 
However, plans are still in a 
preliminary stage. 


This new venture was presented 
to most of the auxiliary leaders 
in Detroit, August, 1975, at the 
Heritage Hotel in a_ special

DO WE HAVE REASON TO WORRY?

For the next twelve months anybody who has been lonely for a 
good. controversial topic of discussion will have their hearts 


desire. It’s without a doubt that this new mave on the part of the. 
administration to combine all the auxiliaries and Devartment | 


conventions into one National meeting will be the most talked 


about, worried about, prayed about, and speculated about event | 


for the next year. The fact that it is experimental will not do 
much to quiet the concern this kind of effort will generate. Much 
of this apprehension will not be due to any real forseen risk on 
most of our part, but is simply due to a natural response most 
people have to change of any kind at any time. And this move to 
combine all conventions into one will probably be the most 
significant change made by our administration in the past seven 
years, However lets ask ourselves do we have any real reason to 
worry? First of all, I think the faithful and progressive leadership 
the present administration has given this Church for the past 
seven years should demand from us by now a certain amount of 
respect and confidence in them. Our leaders have proven 
themselves not to be unwise fathers. Very seldom do you find a 
group of administrators that has the almost perfect “batting” 
average as our Presiding Bishop and General Board. They have 
made a “homerun” in almost every move they have made. The 
innovation of the Bible College System, the institutionalization of 
the Charles Harrison Mason Memorial Scholarship Fund to aid 
students in need of financial educational assistance, the 
establishment of a Church of God In Christ Hospital Plan, a new 
constitution to meet growing ecclesiastical demands and 
innovations, the new doctrine and discipline handbook, the gift 
of the Chisca Hotel, and most of all the establishment in 1970 of 
the Charles Harrison Mason Theological Seminary in Atlanta, 
have produced a program of unparalled growth and new 
dimensions. 


Surely they have won our faith and trust by now. Secondly, it is 
quite clear that our Presiding Bishop places a strong emphasis on 
training for Christian service and leadership. One of the important 
hopes in “76” is that this kind of convention will help thrust the 
National Departments and Auxiliaries into more training centered 
programs. 


There is another important advantage I’m hoping a convention of 
this kind will have. For too long our National auxiliaries have had 
to exist far beneath their potential and privilege. It is their 
responsibility to propose and produce a= program that 
consequently benefits the State, District, and Local. However, it’s 
my feeling their conventions alone have required such a year 
round effort until the State and Local have yet to directly benefit 
from their respective National Departments. I hope now there 
will be for them a greater opportunity to do this. 


There is one problem I feel however, this joining of national 
meetings will create. These conventions in the past have provided 
jobs and opportunities for Christian service for hundreds of 
talented youths and adults on a national level. Many saints who 
have looked forward to participating this one time of year are 
wondering will they be out of jobs. The program is yet in its 
formative stages but I’m sure it will be one of the most unique

SPEAKS 


The 61st Annual Convocation of 
the Church of God in Christ of 
Southern California was held at 
its California Headquarters - 
Crouch State Temple - Los 
Angeles, June 2 through June 8, 
1975. 


Bishop S. M. Crouch, the 
Spiritual father of the Church of 
God in Christ - Southern 
California (over 200 Churches) 
opened this Holy Convocation 
with the Theme: The Gift of 
Power. 


During this Holy Convocation, 
thousands of Saints and visitors 
gathered day and night to praise 
and magnify the name of the 
Lord. 

Bishop Crouch said to the 
people: “The gift of Christ to 
the church is a gift of Power. 
Jesus Christ has illuminated our 
reason and sharpened every 
faculty of the mind and blessed 
the church with spiritual insight. 
However the Power that was 
given to the disciples was the 
Power of Holiness - “After that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you.” This was a Power that was 
to be used. When he puts the 
staff in my hand, he means for 
me to walk with it; when he 
gives me opportunities, he means 
for me to use them; when he 
entrusts me with the custody of 
time, it is so I may use it to 
secure his approval. - “Ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” No 
Power but the Holy Ghost could 
take a man through those 
regions. Without the Power of 
Christ, we choose our own 
sphere of labor and circle of 
Operation, but the man or 
woman in whom is the burning 
of the Holy. Ghost, will be 
constrained by the love of Christ 
to go out everywhere.

SPIRITISTS TEACHINGS 
1. What the Spiritists Teach 


a. God: They deny the idea of a 
personal God as there are minds 
needing gods to worship. All 
things are good to those who 
need them to worship. 


b. Jesus Christ: Christ is any just 
and perfect being. Jesus was a 
medium and reformer in Judea; 
he is now a spirit in the sixth 
sphere. He was a good man and 
-divine in the same sense that all 
of us are divine. This miraculous 
conception is merely a fabulous 
tale. 


c. The Atonement: The doctrine 
of the Atonement declaring us 
to be lost, ruined, hell-deserving 
sinners requiring the sacrifice of 
Christ to save us is an outrageous 
lie and makes the blood boil 
with indignation. 


d. Man: Man is not a fallen 
creature; there was never any 
evidence of a fall.

f. Hell: Hell as a permanent 
place of punishment does not 
exist. There is no_ eternal 
punishment after death, but as 
chastisement (a kind of 
purgatory) to purify the spirit 
and it to ever higher levels of 
perfection. 


g. Spirits: Spirits in the other 
world are nothing else but the 
souls of those who live there. 


h. Salvation: Spiritists do not 
teach forgiveness of sins. They 
emphasize right living down 
here; a person’s condition in the 
spirit would depend on _ his 
conduct down here. 


WHAT THE BIBLE SAYS 
ABOUT SPIRITISTS 


1. What the Bible says about 
Spiritism: 


a. That all seeking the dead was 
forbidden. (Exodus 22:18; Lev. 
20:6) 


b. Spiritism caused the 
destruction of seven nations; 
and, together with other sins, 
the death of Saul. (I Chron. 
10:13.) 


c. Egypt, in punishment for its 
sins, was abandoned by God to 
Spiritism. (Isaiah 19:3). 


d. Its sinful character consists of 
finding out things hidden, apart 
from the divine revelation (Duet. 
18:11, 14, 15, 20; Isaiah 8:19, 
20). 


e. Spiritism is the rejection of 
Christ. (Duet. 18:14, 15) 


f. The modern revival of 
Spiritism seems to be clearly 
predicted in First Timothy 4:1, 
and perhaps in Revelation 
16:13, 14. 


g. The most deadly danger of 
Spiritism lies in its bypassing 
God’s own revelation to try to 
discover what God has not 
chosen to reveal, and in rejecting 
the final revelation of God in 
Christ Jesus. Without faith in 
God’s word and God’s Christ the 


Spiritists are eternally lost. 
(John 3:18, 5:24). 
SPIRITISTS TEACHINGS 


2. Seances 


The heart of spiritistic practice is 
the seances. It means a sitting, a 
session in which an inquirer 
seeks to communicate with a 
spirit through a go-between 
(medium). The simplest kind of 
occurence in a seance is table 
tilting or rapping. The tilting or 
rapping occurs as the control (a 
spirit) gives information in reply 
to the inquirer’s questions and 
wishes. Or the medium may go 
into a trance and report what he 
hears’ and sees in this condition. 
Or, the control may make the 
medium write.

BOMPREZZI, 
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COUNSELING IN THE CRISIS OF 
BEREAVEMENT 


It behooves the clergyman to 
develop a high degree of 
competence in bereavement 
counseling. His profession is the 
one designated by our culture to 
help the grief-stricken. He is the 
only person with training in 
counseling who has automatic 
entree to the world of the 
sorrowing. This gives him a 
major responsibility and 
opportunity to be the bereaved 
person’s guide through the valley 
of the shadow. 


When death strikes a loved one 
the first response is a feeling of 
numbness (nature’s anesthesia), 
mixed with feelings of 
unreality---of being in a bad 
dream. The mind refuses to 
accept the fact that the person is 
really gone. The full pain of the 
loss can be admitted to 
consciousness only gradually 
over a period of weeks or 
months. During the first and 
subsequent visits he can help the 
bereaved talk about the loved 
one and the circumstances of the 
death, using reflective listening 
to encourage emotional 
catharsis. Throughout the grief 
counseling process the guiding 
principle is this: The 
experiencing and _ working

Religious activities on campus 
have picked up because of the 
efforts of the _pentecostal 
students to spread the Good 
News of Jesus. 


Last year the Virginia Union 
Pentecostal Fellowship program 
floundered. It was being headed 
by a Baptist Minister who not 
only does not believe in 
pentecostalism, but he never 
tried to help pentecostal 
students either. 


Since most of us from the 
COGIC knew more about 
holiness than he did, we decided 
to meet on our own. We also ran 
for election this year and won 
the presidency and the 
vice-presidency. Although we 
run the programs, we are still 
under the supervision of the 
Baptist Minister. He is angry 
with us and doesn’t even try to 
assist us. He has done everything 
in his power to make the 
University shut its doors to us so 
that we cannot meet or use the 
facilities and equipment of the 
Religious Fellowship Office. 
But, my family has been praying 
with us and we believe God will 
triumph. 


In February we started a 
Tuesday prayer group. It meets 
at 1:00 P.M. every Tuesday and 
is open to all denominations. At 
our first prayer meeting ten (10) 
people were present. Imagine! 
Ten young people all under the 
age of twenty-two (22) praying 
and sharing our faith in God. 


One young man who had left the 


Baptist Church years ago, came 
to the Lord and rejoined thé 
Baptist Church. He reports a 
new experience in reading his 
Bible everyday and he now plans 
to teach Sunday School at a 
local church in the city. We were 
all touched to tears at the 
testimony of our baby christian. 


In March, the Pentecostal 
Fellowship plans to have a 
coffee house. We are trying to 
get a number of choirs in the 
area to entertain. Also in March 
we had Pentecostal Day on 
campus. We spread a table with 
religious throw-a-ways and we 
worked shifts from 10:00 A.M. - 
6:00 P.M. We witnessed about 
Christ all day. Some of our 
friends looked at us strangely, 
but we believe if the muslims 
can stand up for what they 
believe on this campus, we, as 
pentecostal students must stand 
up for what we believe. Through 
this witnessing, we discovered 
several more COGIC students on 
Union’s Campus. Some had 
backslid and one _ person 
confessed that he was running 
away from the Church. These 
students were shocked at seeing 
us stand up so boldly. They 
stood afar off for a while, but by 
the days end, they had joined us 
and were helping us to witness. 


We have organized a Pentecostal 
student’s choir. Last year this 
choir presented a concert on 
campus and it was a real success. 
We are trying to do this again 
this year. We were handicapped 
because we did not have a piano 
player. But we prayed and fasted 
and God gave us a piano player.

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One of the most frequent of 
subjects in our church, especially 
of young adult age is sports; 


through of painful feelings is an 
indispensable part of the 
healing: Blocked feelings equal 
delayed or blocked healing. 


In crisis counseling the 
supportive method of 
CHANGING THE PERSON’S 
LIFE SITUATION often 
involves helping the person with 
everyday tasks. Church members 
should be encouraged and 
guided in functioning as an 
extended family to the bereaved, 
giving whatever help and support 
is needed and desired. 


The post-funeral meal reaffirms 
the ongoingness of life, in spite 
of the tragic depletion of the 
family organism. Eating together 
becomes a communion meal, a 
way of saying, “We can and 
must go on together!” 


The grief wound cannot heal 
fully until one has ACCEPTED 
THE REALITY of the loss, has 
SURRENDERED, to some 
degree, one’s EMOTIONAL TIE 
TO AND INVESTMENT IN the 
lost person, and has begun to 
F ORM OTHER 
RELATIONSHIPS to _ provide 
new sources of emotional food. 


In working with the bereaved (as 


with the permanently 
handicapped), it is crucial to 
help the person learn to 


distinguish what can and what 
cannot be changed in_ the 
situation. The familiar “Serenity 
Prayer” of AA is useful in such 
counselling: 


Grant me the serenity to accept 
the things I,cannot change, The 
courage to change the things I 
can, And the wisdom to know 
the difference. 


ACTION THERAPY, in 
bereavement counselling, 
consists of encouraging the 
person to do something about 
his situation, WHETHER OR 
NOT HE FEELS LIKE DOING 
SO. There is genuine healing, for 
many people, in work. 
Experience in bereavement 
counselling confirms the 
measure of truth which inheres 
in O. Hobart Mowrer’s 
statement. “It is easier to act 
your way into a new way of 
FEELING than to feel your way 
into a new way of acting.” Ifa 
person remains immobilized and 
cannot resume his normal 
activities, a pathological grief 
reaction may be present.

BISHOP JUSTUS O. OWENS 


IN MEMORIAL TO BISHOP OWENS 


Twelve children were born to the union of John Quincy Owens 
and Jane Madden, Justus O’Lee Owen was the sixth child, born 
June 17, 1907, in Conway, Ark. He attended Bethel Public 
School in Conway, and Faith Home Industrial School of the 
Church of God in Christ, Geridge, Ark. Through the ministry of 
Evangelist S. H. Jones of Chicago, Ill., he was saved, sanctified, 
and baptized in 1916 in Conway, Ark. He moved to Kansas City, 
Kansas in 1928 and was united in marriage to Murry C. Smith in 
1932. One daughter, Esther Lee was born to this union. After 
moving to Kansas he served in many capacities in the church 
under the auspices of the late Bishop Charles Pleas. His pastoral 
career began in Olathe, Kansas where he served faithfully for five 
years. In succession he was appointed to the Paola Church, the 
Rosedale Church, Armourdale Church of God in Christ which was 
destroyed by the 1951 flood, the First Church, Coffeyville, 
Kansas, and New Hope Church, Topeka, Kansas. In 1960 Elder 
Owens directed the structure of the Havenside Church of God in 
Christ, 308 Franklin (formerly the Armourdale Church) where he 
and his wife recently celebrated their 25th Anniversary. 


He has served as the Overseer of the Atchison District and the 
Kansas City Union District. He was appointed by the late Bishop 
C. H. Pleas as Coagitor of the State and after the death of Bishop 
Pleas he was appointed Bishop of Kansas East Jurisdiction on 
Nov. 15, 1967. On July 14, 1968 the Religious Worker’s Guild of 
the COGIC awarded him the International Citation of Special 
Commendation. February 4, 1974, he was named coordinator of 
the Charles Harrison Mason Bible College, Topeka, Kansas where 
a building was named and dedicated in his honor. On December

HISTORICAL TRACE 
of an 
UNSUNG PATRIARCH 


The Reverend Robert B. Evans, 
age 81 of 819 McKinley Ave., S. 
W., Canton, Ohio, departed this 
life on Monday, June 23, 1975 
following a lingering illness. 


This prophet and apostle of God 
was a retired National Evangelist 
for the Church of God in Christ, 
and following conversion, 
received the precious gift of the 
Holy Ghost in the year of 1911 
in Dawson, Georgia.

‘“‘Dad’’ Evans, as he was 
affectionately known, was 
obedient to the will of God and 
lived a long and fruitful life. He 
accepted the Divine call to the 
ministry in the year of 1914 in 
Dawson, Georgia and organized 
churches in Georgia and 
Alabama, where many persons 
were converted and accepted 
Christ. 


“Dad” Evans was a_ trained 
soldier and knew the elements of 
spiritual warfare and continued 
his evangelistic ministry in the 
State of Connecticut where he 
became the founder of, and 
organizer of, the Church of God 
in Christ. 


This patriarch did not sleep his 
life away for in sleep all the 
limbs are at ease, but worked 
diligently throughout the New 
England States preaching and 
teaching the word of God and 
performing many miracles. 


“Dad” Evans served as pastor of 
churches in the cities of Granby, 
Hartford, Bridgeport, New 
Haven and Ansonia, 
Connecticut. The late Bishop C. 
H. Mason, Senior Bishop of the 
church, desired to ordain “Dad” 
Evans as the Overseer for the 
State of Connecticut; however, 
desiring to continue his 
evangelistic pursuits, “Dad” 
Evans declined the Overseership, 
accelerated his ministry, and 
traveled throughout the United 
States. 


Maintaining a positive mental 
attitude about the welfare of 
God’s people everywhere, “Dad? 
Evans pastored churches in Ohio 
and Virginia and held church 
offices in the State of North 
Carolina under the direction of 


the late Bishop Wyoming Wells. 
He taught his congregation, not 
to accept suffering as a 
punishment from God upon the 
unrighteous, or righteous, but as 
an instrument which God makes 
use of for His redemptive 
purposes. He knew that through 
suffering, there was an 
identification with Christ. 


He was not’ obsessed with 
thoughts of gaining material 
things or positions of power 
within the church hierarchy, but 
rather determined his role to be 
that of a servant of the people. 


Thusly, ‘““Dad” Evans served as 
the coordinator of 
transportation activities at the 
National Church headquarters in 
Memphis, Tennessee. 
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He did not live in a state of 
insensibility, but enjoyed 
listening to the Voice of God in 
the early hours of the morning. 


During his many counseling 
sessions, he _ continually 
emphasized the importance of 
the scripture: “Behold how good 
and pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity.” (Psalm 
133:1). 


He believed that it is better tc be 
little in your greatness than great 
in your littleness. 


“Dad” Evans, a lover of his 
family, taught them, 
continually, the need to always 
remember his tens steps to 
victory: 


.consideration of one’s ways’ 
.change of direction in one’s life 
.a positive connection with the 
Lord 

.consent to surrender completely 
to God’s will 

.cease from struggling because 
you are powerless to bring about 
the victory 

.concentrate on acceptance of 
God’s way 

.cleansing of one’s past 
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Sunset and evening star, And 
one clear call for me; And may 
there be no moaning at the bar, 
When I put out to sea. 


For though from out our bourne 
of time and place, The flood 
may bear me far; I hope to see 
my Pilot face to face, When I 
have crossed the bar. 


Elder Leroy Mathis, son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. William Mathis 
was born in Rusk County, Texas 
August 16, 1893.
